SUMMER TRADE. 

The hot season is near at hand and plans for 
summering are already under debate. In our 
endeavor to accommodate the Weekly to the 
changing opportunities of the bookseller through¬ 
out the year, we venture to offer at this time 
a few hints for making the most of summer 
trade. 

The trade in novels and similar light reading 
of course takes the lead during the vacation 
season, and should be liberally provided for. 
While the trade in these lines in recent years has 
been much cut up by certain cheap stuff, there 
is still much left that will pay to handle. 

The people who travel are apt to be the more 
wealthy, or, at least, the class of people trained 
to enjoy “ a book that is a book” in form as 
well as in contents, and who are ready to pay 
a reasonable sum for that enjoyment. The book¬ 
seller therefore has a wide range that the cheaper 
libraries do not cover. He should be thoroughly 
posted especially as to American novels in cloth 
and paper bindings now so liberally provid¬ 
ed by most of our publishing houses. Then 
there are guide-books (of which the more im¬ 
portant will be found in the list of “ Books for 
Summer Travellers,” printed in the Weekly 
during the summer months), as well as books of 
home and foreign travel, always in demand by 
tourists. In such a range as these, which should 
presently be brought prominently forward on 


the counters, there is a good deal of opportunity 
for sales. 

One of the most important aids in pushing 
business during this season is the preparation of 
a tempting catalogue suitable for shore and 
mountain reading. Those who lack the time or 
inclination to prepare such a list will find our 
“ Summer Reading ” useful and profitable. It is 
prepared for the very purpose of bringing the 
attention of summer visitors to the classes of 
books alluded to above, and the delight of them. 
It has for many years been found serviceable by 
two classes of the trade. First, city dealers with 
regular customers, whom they wish to follow 
“ with the compliments of the season ” into their 
summer haunts, and thus retain their trade, 
filling their orders by mail. Multitudes go far 
out of sight of any bookstore, but can be culti¬ 
vated by the aid of Uncle Sam. Secondly, book¬ 
sellers at or near summer resorts, who desire to 
pleasantly acquaint summer visitors that there is 
a bookstore near at hand from which they can 
be supplied. With such an aid as our “ Summer 
Reading” catalogue, which this year has a new 
and attractive cover, and which will contain 
timely reading and a number of attractive illustra¬ 
tions, old customers may be retained and much 
new trade created. 


TWO LIVES FOR A BOOK. 

E. W. Bok , in the Boston Journal. 

There is in Chicago a young man named F. J. 
Schulte who is coming to the front as a publisher. 
He has struck rather a new idea in the publishing 
business, and promises to make a handsome 
revenue out of it. He does not care so much for 
new books as he does for books by famous 
authors published some years ago, the sale of 
which has comparatively stopped. He either 
buys the plates of a book outright, or makes 
some arrangement by which an edition is made 
for him with his imprint. Then, at a cheaper 
price than the original rate, he seeks a market 
for the book by popular methods and among a 
public which has been deprived of the book by 
its original price. For instance, this enterprising 
young Chicagoan has either secured or is still 
negotiating for Mr. Howells’story of “A Modern 
Instance.” This story has had a sale, probably, 
of 8000 copies, and although the book still sells 
the demand is only moderate. When Schulte 
gets this book, he issues it tastefully, yet at a 
cheaper price, finds a new public for it, and 
practically revives the book. All concerned 
profit by it — the author, the original publisher 
and Schulte. 

The idea is a good one, and there is room in 
the publishing world for just such a man as 
Schulte. There is many a book on the list of 
our larger publishing houses which is considered 
as having seen its day, which, if brought to life 
and before a new public, could have a far larger 
sale than it enjoyed upon its original publication. 
The simple fact is that the larger publishing 
houses do not get out of a book all there is in it 
by any means. Almost any author will bear me 
out in this. The big book-houses are conserva- 
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tive. Each house has its own peculiar method 
of publishing a book and of advertising it. Year 
after year the plan is the same, the advertise¬ 
ments are seen in certain regular channels, and 
consequently the same audience is reached. I 
could to-day pick out a score of books upon the 
lists of the larger book-houses which, if new life 
were put into them, new methods adopted and a 
new audience sought, have in them the possibili¬ 
ties of larger sales than they ever had. These 
houses cannot very well depart from their time- 
honored customs, or, at least, they think they 
cannot. But they are not always unwilling to 
have others do for them what themselves they 
feel they cannot do. Dignity is a splendid thing 
in literature, but it is awfully costly to some of 
our authors. They do not know how costly it is, 
in fact. 

There is a reading public in this vast country 
which the larger publishing houses never reach. 
This class is intelligent; they will buy books, but 
they have not access to the mediums through 
which books are usually announced, nor have they 
the means to pay one or two dollars for a novel. 
This class respect the copyright law as much 
as do the literary people in the city. They will 
discriminate between an authorized edition and 
a pirated reprint at any time. But such houses 
at the Harpers, Scribners, Appletons or any of 
the great New York or Boston houses are not in 
touch with this class. They do not know how to 
reach it. The mere announcement of a book in 
a literary paper, or its review in some prominent 
literary medium, they do not see. It requires a 
personal canvass, the use of circulars, and then 
they buy, and buy both intelligently and readily. 
Such a man as Schulte knows how to reach this 
class, and it is a vast one, and as profitable as it 
is large. The fact is that if some of our foremost 
authors were keen enough there is no reason in 
the world why their books should not live two 
lives. Let them publish their books first through 
the higher publishing house, but when that me¬ 
dium has gotten what it can out of the book in 
the way of sale, there is still in that volume the 
possibility ©f a greater sale through the medium 
of a second publisher, who can unite with the 
larger house and secure benefit to all concerned. 


“ A BONNIE BOOKE.” 

One of the most remarkable instances of what 
bibliomania leads to yet recorded in this country 
was the sale at C. F. Libble & Co.’s auction- 
rooms in Boston of a little book, that ordinarily 
would fetch about twenty-five cents, for eighteen 
hundred and fifty dollars. The title of the book 
is “ Tamerlane and Other Poems, by A Bos¬ 
tonian [Edgar A. Poe];” Imprint: ‘‘Boston, 
Calvin F. S. Thomas, Printer, 1827.” The book 
is a sixteenmo, of only 40 pages, in the origi¬ 
nal paper covers (4^X6% inches). The fol¬ 
lowing is the collation:

On the title is a quotation: 

“Young heads are giddy, and young hearts are warm, 
And make mistakes for manhood to reform.— Cowfer!" 

Some time in the sixties the British Museum 
acquired a copy of this little book, report says, 
in a lot of old pamphlets. It was without any 
cover and was the first copy ever known. Since 
then collectors have searched in vain for it. It 
is evident that but few copies were printed, and 
still fewer got into circulation. The copy sold 
at Libbie’s was purchased about ten years ago 
at a Cornhill bookstore for a very small sum. 

The book was sold on April 28, before a 
large audience, the salesroom being filled almost 
to overflowing. Representatives from large 
houses in New York and Boston were present, 
and the bidding was spirited. The book was 
finally knocked down to Otto Fleischner, repre¬ 
senting Dodd, Mead & Co. The excitement dur¬ 
ing the bidding was intense, and when the book 
was finally disposed of the crowd enthusiastically 
cheered the successful bidder. 


READING IN THE UNITED STATES AND 
EUROPE. 

The Hon. Carroll D. Wright, Commission¬ 
er of Labor, in his report to the President, makes 
reference to the reading propensities of 5284 
families (representing 27,577 persons) distributed 
through the cotton and glass producing States 
of the United States, Belgium, France, Germany, 
Great Britain and Switzerland, which constitute 
interesting points of comparison. The average 
cost of books and newspapers for families en¬ 
gaged in the cotton industry in the United States 
was $5.35; in France, $3.79; in Germany, $1.48, 
and in Great Britain, $5.86. For families en¬ 
gaged in the woollen industry : In the United 
States, $7.66; in France, $3.33; in Germany, 
$1.37, and in Great Britain, $6.47. For the 
families engaged in the glass industry: In the 
United States, $9.14; in Belgium, $3.82, and in 
Great Britain, $3.44. 


THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 

Another year of successful work has just 
closed for the American Tract Society, the sixty- 
seventh annual meeting of which was held on 
the nth inst., in the lecture-room of the Madi¬ 
son Square Presbyterian Church, New York City. 
The report of the publishing department, made 
by the Rev. Dr. W. W. Rand, showed that 100 
new publications had been added to the society’s 
catalogue. These were printed in English, Ger¬ 
man, Spanish, Italian, Swedish, Portuguese, 
Polish, Bohemian, Dakota, Zulu, Benga and 
Hebrew. The whole number of publications 
issued since the founding of the society is 7699; 
$2918.66 had been given in electrotypes and 
$2223.51 in publications to various foreign mis¬ 
sions. Literature to the value of $25,554.52 
had been circulated gratuitously. The 174 col¬ 
porteurs of the society had visited 126,112 
families, held 4366 public meetings and circu¬ 
lated 94,414 volumes. The benevolent depart¬ 
ment received $67,237.63 in legacies and gifts, 
and from sales and other sources enough to 
make a total of $139,055.86. The total receipts 
of the business department, as reported by the 
Rev. Dr. George L. Shearer, were $313,094.69, 
and the balance on hand is $6849.06. 

John J. McCook was appointed to succeed the 
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late Roswell Smith as a member of the finance 
committee. The following were elected members 
of the three divisions of the executive committee : 
Publishing, the Rev. Drs. Talbot W. Chambers, 
Alexander Mackay-Smith ; distributing, Titus 
B. Meigs and William A. Sloan ; finance, Peter 
Donald and William M. Isaacs. The active cor¬ 
responding secretary will be the Rev. Dr. William 
A. Rice.

NORTHWESTERN BOOKSELLERS AND NEWS¬ 
DEALERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The annual convention to be held in Minneap¬ 
olis July 12 to 16, promises to be an event of 
unusual interest. The programme includes a 
complimentary dinner to the members of the 
association and their friends tendered by the 
daily press of Minneapolis ; drives to all the 
parks, lakes and other places of interest, and a 
visit to the theatre. It is proposed that the 
commercial travellers of the book and stationery 
trades plan to be in Minneapolis at the time of 
the convention and to stop at the West Hotel, so 
that the parlors of that noted hostelry may be 
turned into a book fair. It is also expected that 
arrangements will be completed with several 
prominent members of the trade to read papers 
of interest to those assembled. Thus far between 
two and three hundred dealers have signified their 
intention of being present. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The new novelette by Henry B. Fuller, of 
Chicago, whose “Chevalier of Pensieri-Vani ” 
has attracted so much attention among literary 
people, will begin in the June Century. The 
scene of Mr. Fuller’s first book was laid in Italy. 
In “ The Chatelaine of La Trinite ” he finds a set¬ 
ting for his story among the mountains of Switz¬ 
erland, his chief characters being the lady of 
the castle of La Trinity and a charming American 
young person, Miss Aurelia West by name. 


H. M. STARKE. 

H. M. Starke, the efficient secretary of the 
Virginia Booksellers’ Association, which largely 
owes its existence to his work for the last four 
years, has shown in his earnest and enthusiastic 
example how much can be accomplished in the 
line of organization by unremitting and well- 
directed effort.

His family has for over half a century been 
well known among the booksellers of Richmond, 
Va., where the firm’s business has always been 
conducted. Thomas J. Starke, the father of the 
subject of this sketch, and the founder of the firm, 
started in that city forty years ago in the book¬ 
selling business, which he conducted under his 
own name until the burning of Richmond, April 3, 
1865, when his stock was destroyed. He then 
formed a partnership with Josiah Ryland, and 
the business was carried on under the firm-name 
of Starke & Ryland until 1877, when Mr. Starke 
sold out his interest. In 1880, with two of his 
sons, E. D. and H. M., he again engaged in the 
book business under the name of Thos. J. 
Starke & Sons, which was continued until Mr. 
Starke, Sr.’s death in February, 1889. In the fall 
of the same year H. M. Starke bought out the 
business, which he has since conducted under the 
name of H. M. Starke & Co. 

The present head of the firm, H. M. Starke, 
was born in Richmond on March 28, i860. His 
education was confined to- the public schools of 
his native city, but he early showed a strong 
aptitude for books, and all his spare hours were 
passed in his father's bookstore. He left school 
at the age of sixteen and entered the employ of 
the Richmond Depository of the American Tract 
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Society, where he remained for two years. In 
1878 the manager of the Depository, Thomas D. 
Walford, opened a book and stationery store in 
Richmond. Young Starke accompanied him in 
his venture and remained in his employ until 
January, 1880. In February of the same year 
he entered into partnership with his father and 
elder brother, under the firm-name of T. J. Starke 
& Sons, opening a bookstore at 405 E. Broad 
St. In 1S89, after the death of his father, Mr. 
Starke bought out the business, which he has 
since carried on at 909 East Main Street, dealing 
principally in religious literature. 

In his position as head of the firm he came to a 
fuller knowledge of the disastrous effects of com¬ 
petition amongst rival retail booksellers and of 
the constant discord which existed between book¬ 
sellers and publishers. Realizing the importance 
of a strong spirit of fellowship in this as in all 
other trades, he set himself vigorously to work 
to reconcile the warring elements, believing that 
much friction could be done away with if book¬ 
sellers and publishers could be brought into 
closer relationship with one another. He worked 
earnestly and energetically for this object for 
several years, and on August 28, 1890, succeeded 
in assembling a meeting at Richmond of repre¬ 
sentatives from nearly all the larger bookselling 
and publishing firms of Virginia. This meeting 
resulted in the organization of the Virginia Book¬ 
sellers’ Association. Mr. Starke was elected 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Association, a 
position which he continues to fill most accept¬ 
ably. He is now devoting his time and energy 
to the organization of an Interstate Association, 
and working in other ways for the further better¬ 
ment of the trade. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Emory E. Van Horne, a member of the Van 
Horne Publishing Company, died suddenly at 
his office, No. 61 Duane Street, New York, on 
May 5 from hemorrhage of the lungs. He 
moved to this city last fall from Elmira, N. Y., 
where he had been engaged in the hardware 
business, and started the Van Horne Publishing 
Company with his brother, J. J. Van Horne. He 
leaves a widow and one young child. 

Pierre Marcelin Lortic, the last of the 
classical artists in bookbinding, died in Paris 
May 9, in his seventy-second year. He was the 
rival of Trautz-Bauzonnet, and divided with him 
the enthusiatic admiration of the great book-col¬ 
lectors. Since the artisans of the Renaissance 
who worked for Grolier, not one had the gift of 
fitting morocco covers to books as if they were 
inseparable until Lortic came. Most of his work 
was done for Ambroise Firmin-Didot. He had 
retired from business several years ago, after re¬ 
ceiving the appointment of Knight of the Legion 
of Honor. 

Charles Edward Flower, the Shakespeare 
scholar of Stratford-upon-Avon, is dead. He was 
a native of Shakespeare’s birthplace, and used his 
large wealth freely for the advancement of his 
town. He founded the Memorial Theatre and 
made numerous.generous gifts to its library. His 
most important literary work was the editing of* 
the Memorial Edition of Shakespeare, and he 
made practical and successful acting versions of 
“Two Gentlemen of Verona," “All’s Well 
That Ends Well," “Comedy of Errors" and 


“ First Part of King Henry VI.” One of his 
last labors was the restoration of the Guild Hall 
and Grammar School of Stratford. 

George Henry Moore, Superintendent of 
the Lenox Library, died at his residence, 57 E. 
Seventy-eighth Street, New York, on May 5. Mr. 
Moore was born in Concord, N. H., April 20, 
1823. His father was Dr. Jacob Bailey Moore, 
and Henry Eaton Moore, the composer and 
author, was his brother. After graduating from 
the University of New York in 1845 he became 
librarian of the New York Historical Society, 
and in October 1872 was elected Superintendent 
of the Lenox Library. He was well known as a 
bibliographer and through his writings, and was 
a member of numerous historical and antiquarian 
societies. Among his best-known works are 
“The Treason of Charles Lee," “Employment of 
Negroes in the Revolutionary Army," “Notes 
on the History of Slavery in Massachusetts," 
“History of the Jurisprudence of New York," 
“Early History of Columbia College" and 
“Washington as an Angler." He leaves a wife, 
a married daughter and a grown son. 

Henry F. Randolph, son of Anson D. F. 
Randolph, died on the morning of the 10th inst., 
at the age of thirty-six. Mr. Randolph was born 
in New York in 1856. After graduation from 
Amherst College in the Class of 1877 he entered 
the Columbia Law School, and after admission to 
the bar practised in the office of Tyler & Tre- 
main. About seven years ago he became a 
manuscript reader for A. D. F. Randolph & Co., 
and ; n the course of time he developed as a prom¬ 
ising literary man. He wrote for journals and 
magazines and also for the Churchman. His 
last article in the Atlantic on “ Dean Swift," ap¬ 
peared four months ago. His special study was 
Shakespeariana. He compiled books for A. D. F. 
Randolph & Co. Among them were “ Fifty 
Years’ of English Song," “ Latter Day Ballads,’ 
etc. Mr. Randolph’s work was full of promise, 
and as he was ambitious, and methodical in his 
habits, his position as a leading man in American 
literature seemed reasonably assured.

P. Southwick, will be No. 10 of the Broadway 
Series , instead of No. 9, as previously advertised, 
and will be issued by John A. Taylor & Co. 
in May. 

The Grolier Club’s exhibition of missals, 
books of hours and other painted and illumi¬ 
nated manuscripts was opened on the afternoon 
of the 6th inst., and will remain on view daily 
until May 20, from 2 to 6 p.m. About 180 
volumes, many of them of great value, are dis¬ 
played. A catalogue, beautifully illustrated and 


descriptive of the missals, etc., is being printed 
for the members. 

Roberts Brothers will soon bring out a new 
work by William R. Alger, with the title “ The 
Sources of Consolation in Human Life.” Among 
the reasons assigned by him for “ coming forward 
among the crowd of claimants for attention who 
now swarm in every avenue of literary publicity,” 
he cites his “ personal experience of trial and 
sorrow, which has been deep and varied,” as he 
thinks, “ in a degree known by few.” 

Hovenden Co., successors to the International 
Book Co., 17 Waverley Place, N. Y., have just 
issued “ The O’Connors of Ballinahinch,” a new 
novel by “ The Duchess,” as the first publication 
in their Metropolitan Series of new copyrighted 
novels. They have also brought out “ Slaves of 
the Sawdust,” by Amye Read, a strong story, in 
which the author of “ Ruby ” continues her ar¬ 
raignment of the cruel training undergone by 
circus performers. 

Laird & Lee’s $1000 prize-novel competition, 
opened last fall, was closed on March 31, 1892, 
and the prize has been awarded to a novel of 
New York society life, entitled “ Cortlandt 
Laster, Capitalist,” by an author who writes 
under the pen-name of “ Harley Deene.” The 
book will be issued early in June. A second 
$1000 prize competition has already been an¬ 
nounced, which will close on September 30, 1892. 
The competitions are open only to American 
authors, and all translations and adaptations are 
absolutely excluded. 

De Wolfe, Fiske & Co. have brought out a 
new line of juvenile “color books” ranging in 
price from two dollars to fifty cents. They are 
printed on calendered paper, fully illustrated 
with half-tone and wood-engravingsand full-page 
colored plates. “ In the Chimney Corner,” 
“ Slumberland,” “Jack in the Box,” “Merry 
Times,” “Wee Lassies” and “ Peep o’Day,” 
are some of the titles. Two of the latest juveniles 
issued by De Wolfe, Fiske & Co. are “A Run 
Round the World.” the story of a trip from New 
York to India and back, and “Uncle Sam’s Story 
World,’’acollection of short stories, in companion 
form to the preceding. 

The first edition of 5000 copies of “ A Man 
and a Woman,” Stanley Waterloo’s novel, was 
exhausted in less than three weeks, and the 
second (of 10,coo copies) has just come from 
the presses of F. J. Schulte & Co., Chicago. 
“ Stanley Waterloo” is not a pseudonym, as has 
been erroneously supposed, but the real name of 
a well-known and hard-working newspaper man 
of the modern school, who would perhaps never 
have thought of turning his attention to fiction 
but for Mr. Schulte’s earnest solicitation. Mr. 
Waterloo has severed his connection with news¬ 
paper work, and will hereafter, like Opie Read, 
confine himself almost exclusively to book¬ 
making. 

Ginn & Co. have in press a volume, to be en¬ 
titled “ The Art of Poetry : the poetical trea¬ 
tises of Horace, Vida and Boileau, with the 
translations by Howes, Pitt and Soame,” edited 
by Prof. Albert S. Cook, of Yale. This volume 
is intended to meet the wants of three classes of 
teachers and students : those of Latin, French, and 
English or comparative literature. To the first 
class it will furnish Latin metrical criticisms, an¬ 
cient and modern, on poetry ; to the second, a 
classic which every highly-educated Frenchman 
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is supposed to know by heart, and to the third an 
authoritative statement, by poets themselves, of 
the canons recognized in the Augustan ages of 
Latin, Italian and French literature, and, to a 
very considerable extent, in the so-called Augustan 
period of English literature, the reign of Queen 
Anne. Those who read Latin and French will 
here find the originals, while those who read 
only English are provided with standard transla¬ 
tions. A full index, containing lists of the Ho¬ 
meric and Virgilian passages illustrated and a 
topical analysis of the threefold work, will enhance 
its value for the class-room and the private stu¬ 
dent. 

Henry Baldwin, of 136 South Maryland Av., 
Atlantic City, N. J., who was elected Custodian of 
American History at the Chicago Convention of 
Patriotic Organizations of America, in February, 
1891, has issued a circular letter asking for assist¬ 
ance in his work of collecting Americana for the 
proposed “ National Library Americana” to be 
ultimately located in Washington. The special 
work entrusted to Mr. Baldwin was “ to collect 
facts, names, dates, statistics and other matters 
as may relate to the history, geography and prog¬ 
ress of the country and to verify the same.” 
No salary attaches to the office, and Mr. Baldwin 
desires assistance in money as well as in material. 
He especially asks for donations of: Old letters 
which refer to incidents in American history, 
American progress or American life ; old pam¬ 
phlets having a similar reference ; old political 
papers of every kind, hand-bills, tickets, speeches 
and other documents ; old periodicals ; govern¬ 
ment documents ; reports of law cases ; ecclesi¬ 
astical and other religious reports ; old town, city, 
State or other directories ; in fact, everything in 
print or mss. relating to the history, geography, 
business, social life or in any way illustrating the 
past or the present of any part of the American 
continent or of the islands that are properly a 
part of it.
